IN THE HOSPITAL HIMSELF. 


The Miner Filled His Legs Full 
of Buckshot Before 
He Fired. 


WHISKY CAUSED THE TROUBLE. 


Meyer Was Drunk and Boister- 
ous and Resented the Mar- 
shal’s Effort to Send 
Him Home. 


Marshal Thomas Scott and Henry Meyer 
fought a deadly duel with shotgun and re- 
volver on the Big Four platform at Bethalto 
Wednesday night. 

Word was brought to St. Louis Thursday 
by Big Four train crews that Meyer was dy- 
ing at St. Mary’s Hospital in Alton. Marshal 
Scott is lying on a cot in the same institution 
with his legs full of buckshot. 

Bethalto is a little mining town five miles 
above East Alton. 

Henry Meyer is a coal digger. He owns 
an interest in a mine outside of the town, 
and is fairly well-to-do. 

He has not been working since the min- 
ers’ strike, and Wednesday he got drunk 
and spent the afternoon hanging about the 
Big Four railway depot. 

His language and conduct were loud and 
abusive. Word was sent to the Town Mar- 
shal by the station agent, asking Meyer's 
removal. 

When Marshal Scott criered him awa‘ e 
refused to go. There was a bitter wrangle 
between them and onlookers expected a 
fight. 

Meyer knew the Marshal was armed and 
walked away sullenly when threatened 
with arrest. 

He went to his home and got his double- 
barreled shotgun. 

Marshal Scott saw him approaching, but 
stood his ground. 

Drawing his revolver he 
drunken man to go back home. 

Meyer drew nearer in the face of the 
pistol and when twenty yards from Scott 
leveled his gun and fired. 

Scott wheeled as his opponent pulled the 
trigger and caught the charge in the back 
of his iegs. 

He was knocked down but rising leveled 
his pistol and fired at Meyer. The ball 
struck Meyer in the abdomen. 

He fell back with a scream and avoided a 
second bullet. 

Bystanders who had ecattered when Mey- 
er approached with his shotgun ran to the 
assistance of the wounded men. 

They were given what medical attention 
the village afforded, but Meyer’s condition 
was such that his removal to Alton wae de- 
cided on. 

A mattress was placed in a spring wagon 
and the adversaries were placed side by 
side on it and driven into Alton. 

They reached St. Mary’s Hospital at day- 
break Thursday. 

Mever was at once seen to be in a critical 
condition. Dr. E. C. Lemon was summoned. 
He decided that laparotomy was necessary 
to eave the man’s life. The ball had en- 
tered the right side of the groin and pene- 
trated the intestines. . 

Meyer stood the operation well, and has a 
slight chance for recovery.

Liggett & Mvers Forced to Close 
Their Doors When the Ding- 
ley Bill Passed. 


STARTED AGAIN THURSDAY. 


Drummond Tobacco Co. Placed 
at Considerable Inconven- 
ience by the Delay, but 
Managed to Keep Busy. 


For ten days the cigarette factory of the 
Liggett & Myers Tobbacco Co., at Thir- 
teenth and Locust streets, was shut down, 
because no new cigarette stamps had been 
received in the Interna! Revenue Collector's 
office in this clty. 

One hundred and twenty hands, 
girls, were compelled to lay off. 

The Drummond Tobacco Co. was also 
much hampered and put to great incon- 
venience from the same cause, 

By the haste Of Congress in making a law 
of the Dingley tariff bill great hardships 
were worked on the cigarette manufacturers 
and their employes, not only in St. Louis, 
but in every other manufacturing point in 
ihe country. 

Under the Dingley

law the revenue tax 


has been increased from 50 cents to $1 on! 


each 1,900 cigarettes. This includes all 


grades, both of paper and tobacco. 

‘While the Republican leaders in Congress 
and off.cials in Washington had long been 
satisfied that the Dingley tariff bill would 
become a law, yet no effort was made to 


get the new stamps ready by.the time the 
law went into effect.

Wednesday afternoon a sheet containing 
2,500,000 of the new stamps was received in 
the office of Internal Revenue Collector Mc- 
Creery. Orders had accumulated for. these 
stamps and they were soon exhaltisted. 

With the distribution of those 2,500,000 
stamps the local manufacturers were en- 
abled to make some shipments of goods. 
The stamps were probably evenly divided

“Yet it is true that we were put to great 
trouble,’ said M. C. Wetmore, President of 
the Liggett & Myers Co. 

“Tt was more than trouble. We needed the 
stamps to ship our goods to fill orders, but 
could not get them. We couldn’t get tha 
stamps and were forced to stop making cig- 
arettes. We shut our factory down July &, 
and had to keep it shut down until this 
morning. We got parjiof our stamps yester- 
day, and the cigaretig¢é makers are at work 
this morning. 

“Our 120 operatives, all girls, were com- 
pelled to be idle ten’ days. I am not pre- 
pared to say who ig to blame, but there 
seems to have unnecessary delay in print- 
ing those stamps.”

Combination Formed to Control 


Production and Price 
of Spirits. 


ALL BIG FIRMS IN THE TRUST. 


The Agreement Is Based on the 
Percentage Allot- 
ment Plan. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 5.—It is believed that the 
efforts of leading distillers and distributors 
to form a combination to control the produc- 
tion and price of spirits have as last been 
successful. The final details of the plan of 
agreement, it is said, have just Been de- 
cided upon, though frequent meetings have 
been held, mainly in Chicago, St. Louls, 
New York and Cincinnati during the last 
@ix months, 

The combination is on he percentage al- 
lotment plan, with special rules, regula- 
tions, forfeltures imposed on distributors. 
Each distillery producing more than his per- 


centage allotment pays monthly tInto the 
pool a certain sum on the surplus. Each 
distiller producing less than his allotment 
draws out a similar bill for each gallon 
short of the allotment. Executive and arbi- 
tration committees include in their mem- 
bership every important interest In the 
country, and will control the new associa- 
tion. The Executive Committee consists of 
Bamuel Rice of New York, President of the 
American Manufacturing Co.; Frank Curtis, 
New York; P. J. Hennessy, Chicago; Jacob 
Ross, St. Louls; Franklin T. Corning, Peo-

Buck Yee, an almond-eyed Mongolan, 
has awakened to the fact that his body 
is liable to confiscation and banishment by 
the Government. 

In the light of the law he is now con- 
sidered simply as a parcel of smuggled

merchandise, which can be seized at any 
time, and instead of being sold for duty 
banished. 
Buck Yee says that he was not smuggled 
into this country in a tea box or ag a pack- 
age of rice or anything else commercial, 
and that he is a respecter of the laws of the 
United States.

He had lost himself—lost all title to himself, 
Buck Yee now purposes-to offer a reward 
to any one who will return to his laundry his 
certificate of existence. As remuneration for 
such service he will launder a family’s linen 
for one week, or one man’s clothes for a

For the first time in a week there was no 
serious bicycle- accident reported Wednes- 
day night. 

There were, of course, minor mishaps, 
but nothing serious enough for a police re- 
port or an ambulance call. 

This freedom from accident was not due 
to there being no bicyclists out, nor to 
lights being on all the wheels. 

The pleasant change in the weather 
Wednesday evening caused more than 
usual to take to their wheels. 

Boulevards were crowded with riders go- 
ing to the parks. They rode along the 
smooth streets, scorched into the dense 
gloom under the wide-spreading trees and 
scorched out again into the glare of the 
electric lights at the street intersections, 
and yet there was no collision with serious 
results. 

Fully a thousand riders went to Forest 
Park during the early part of the night. 

On the avenues leading to the park en- 
trances there were seemingly endless pro- 
cessions of bicyclists, and the great major- 
ity of them rode without lights. 

Here and there in the long strings of 
wheels a few lights flashed from the bicy- 
cle frames. These were carried by careful 
riders. They had them as a means of self- 
protection, knowing that the light wouid 
give warning of their approach and reduce 
to a minimum the danger of collisions. 
With one death in a bicycle collision or 
several more serious accidents such as be- 
fell Lee Meriwether and Haryey Dunham, 
occurring as a result of riders failing to 
carry lights, the eyes of bicyclists will be 
opened to the necessity of carrying lights 
while riding at night. 

One death or several more serious accli- 
dents would probably cause the munic!pal 
lawmakegs of St. Louis to. waken to the 
fact that the people in this city should be 
protected in life and limb. 

In almost every large city in the country 
there are laws compelling night riders to 
carry lights. 

The people of St. Louls are generally 
asking why there are no such laws here. 
The danger is not alone to the people who 
pay taxes and have a right to the use of 
the streets and to the crossings., but to bi- 
cycle riders as well. 

Men And women boarding or leaving street 
cara have been knocked down by bicyclists 
who carried neither light nor bell.

Some of these accidents have been se- 
rious. But the most serious results have 


followed accidents in which bicyclist col- 


lided with bicyclist, both riding without 
lights. 

Lee Merwether will be « cripple for Ife 
as @ result of this kind of an accident. 

Harvey Dunham will be in bed for weeks. 
His jawbone ia broken and the sight of one 
of his eyes may be permanently lost. He 
also rode at night without a light and col- 
lided with another wheelman who carried 
no light. 

As @ source of accidents in St. Louls the 
wheel ts rapidly getting to the front end it 
soon will be without a rival. 

Street cars have been a prominent factor 
in the production of broken heads and 
broken limbs, but the “deadly” trolley will 
soon be supplanted by the wheel unless a 
life and limb protecting law ‘s passed in the 
shape of an ordinance requiring bicyclists 
to carry lighted lamps when riding at night, 

Some accidents happen from scorching 
by expert riders. 

* Some came from unwarranted boldness on 
the part of beginners or poor riders in ven- 
turing into crowded places. 

Some come from carelessness in turning 
streets, in riding over crossings end in 
crossing street car tracks. 

But, in this city, by far the greater num- 
ber, and the most serious, came from riding 
without lights at night. 

There is no law to camrpel riders to use 
lights at night. Until there is accidents 
will continue to occur. Bicyclists may carry 
lights of their own accord, but they will 
be only those careful riders who look out 
for themselves. 

An ordinance compefiing the use of lights 
on wheels at night, and Its rigid enforce- 
ment by the police, would reduce the dan- 
ger of bicycling to a minimum. 

It could be easily enforced. The arrest 
and fining of two or three lightless riders 
would cause every wheelman in 8t. Louis 
to use lamps. 

Long strings of bicycles each with a danc- 
ing, twinkling light, would make a pretty 
sight to the residents of the avenues used 
by the cyclist. 

But it is net the artistic but the practi. 
cal that Is needed. 

Lights are wanted because they give 
safety and protection, not only to pedes- 
trians, but to the bicyclists themselves.

THE LIGHTING PROBLEM. 


Among the bids for ighting the city, 
which are included in the new ordinance, 
are bids for plans to enable the city to 
acquire a lighting plant. 

The Post-Dispatch has called atten- 
tion to Des Moines, Io., and Kalamazoo, 
Mich., as having obtained the benefit of 
such an arrangement. To these may be 
added Springfield, Il. 

A number of citizens of Springfield 
bound themselves to build a plant, sup- 
ply lights at less cost than the city had 
theretofore paid, and, after paying the 
cost of running the plant, turn the bal- 
ance into the city treasury to form a 
fund for acquiring the plant. Under this 
arrangement Springfield has received in 
two years $40,000 for this fund. The re- 
maining $60,000 needed to buy the plant 
will doubtless be earned by the light- 
ing plant within the next three years, 
when the plant will become the city’s 
property. 

It would be a pleasant thing if citizens 
of St. Louis would display civic pride 
enough to come to the aid of the city. 
But in order to enable the city to ac- 
quire a lighting plant it is not neces- 
gary that the arrangement be profitless 
to the capitalists. The examples noted 
show that there is sufficient profit in 
the lighting business to supply light at 
a reasonable cost, yet to create a@ pur- 
chase fund for the city and pay a fair 
dividend to investors. 

It is to be hoped that the advantages 
of this arangement will not be over- 
looked either by capitalists or the Board 
of Public Improvements in the letting of 
the contracts for city lighting.

“Of the 1,500 men who were in the vicinity 
of Dawson City when the snow began to Bo 
off and jeft the country fit for operations, 
nine-tenths were hard-working, industrious 
miners, of good character, as far as I 
kiew, looking for claims and intent on earn- 
ing a Kving. They came from all parts of 
the surrounding country. Circle City, 300 
miles horth from Dawson City. was almost 
deserted. They came up the river with dogs 
and sleds. From Juneau, about the time I 
ett ® 15,000 were coming in. 

“When I left Dawson City, on June 23, all 
Was excitement. If you had been there and | 
seen the tents you wou d have thought there | 
were 5,000 people encamped. The ten:s were | 
eet ap thick as they could stand and leave 
barely room to walk between them. My mill 
was working night and day and employed 
about fifteen men. I pay these men $10 and 
$15 a day. Sawyers and engineers get $15, 
common laborers $19. 

“I have no trouble tn getting men, except 
that they change almost every day. As 8001 
as aman gets a little money he wants to 
quit and go prosepecting. and we have to 
break in new men about every day. 

“There are lote of*creeks ther not pro- 
spected and that were not taken at the time 
I left. There were about 800 claims located 
in the bonanza gold mining district. 

“IT think Alexander McDonald was about 
the heaviest owner of claims. He is from 
Nova Scotia. I suppose he may be worth 
34,000,000 or $5,000,000. He was there himself. 
He ts a man about 4 years old, a practical 
miner, and has had experience in that coun- 
try for years. 

“Tt was reported by the Montana man 
(Moss) that there were 2,000 graves in the 
place. I don’t see how that could be, as 
we never had more than 1,500 men there. 
The first to die was Bert Stickney, who died 
on Lake Labarge while on his way in. The 
second death was C. G. Felch of Oregon, 
who died of heart disease. He had sold out 
and had his money in three sacks under 
his pillow, which amounted to $12,340.

simple and strat¢htforward narrative of Jo- 
seph Ladue, and is now presented to the 
world for the first time. Ladue Is simple 
and homely in his speech. He is not imagi- 
native, like, for instance, the genius who 
started the story that he had brought back 
$250,000 in gold nuggets and is going to mar- 
ry the girl he left behind fifteen years ago, 
when he went West in search of a fortune. 
He brought back $5,000 In gold. 

He owns the township of Dawson City; 
his saw-mill, where he gets $130 for sawing 
1,000 feet of lumber, the tariff for which in 
this country is $1.50, and his mining claims, 
which may or may not make him a mil- 
lionaire. He “‘reckons’’ he is worth $75,000. 

This Klondike story is not a romance. It 
is a recital of things he actually saw and 
things he actually tearned by living for 
156 years amid hardships that would have 
killed most men before he “‘struck it rich.” 

Ladue went North with friends in 1882, 
and prospected throughout the gold section. 
They found gold at several places, but it 
paid poorly. Their first rich strike was in 
Stewart River in 3885. It was bar stuff and 
paid $100 to a cradle. At that time there were 


not 100 white men in the entire gold fields, 
but friendly Indians worked willingly. 
Claims were taken up by the party and 
Ladue open running a trading store and 
a at j A 
Z claim,” says Ladue, “is 800 feet in 
length along the general course of the val- 
ley and across the creek from base to base 
of the mountains. It may be 300 feet wide 
and it may be 1,000. The claim must be 
staked with four stakes with your, initials 
on each stake. Four corner stakes and the 
cross-line must be cut from stake to stake 
or blazed out on the trees so that it can be 
seen. You have sixty days from the date 
of the location to nd gold and record 
our claim apd deposit it for record. That 
is under the Canadian law.

“In the first nine years I made about $9,-

day ceCormack, who had gone up the

“I located the townsite of Dawson, and 
went back and got a raft of lumber to put 
up a cabin. I put up a house in four days. 
It wae the first house !n Dawson City, a 
log cabin, 12x14, with one room, only one 
floor, a door and two windows. 

“We left after we got that done, and 
went up for the saw mill. Six days from 
the day we got down with the saw mill 
we had her running. The first job turned 
out there by me was sawing lumber for 
gluice-boxes for Bonanza Creek. Robert 
Lowrie got the first one. I charged him 
130 a thousand feet. This was for a 12x14 

ox, forty-two feet of lumber to the box. 
The same boxes in Arizona or New Mexi- 
co would probably cost — The lumber | 
came from logs off the Thron Diuc River. | 

“It is really not the Kiondike district, 
but the Bonanza and the Gold Bottom 
mining districts where the gold is. 

“A month after the establishment of 
Dawson City, I should judge, there were 
probably in the vicinity of 500 people there. 

think there were thirty houses put up 
during the winter, which was last winter. 
Only two streets had been laid out—First 
avenue and cond avenue. First avenue 
was given up to business, the other to res- 
idences consisting of one room each. 

“There Was only one ealoon during the 
winter. Everything was & cents a drink. 
no mi drinks, and no water for a 
chaser, Theo saloonkeeper kept open all 
the time, night and day. 

‘There Was no restaurant during the win- 
ter, as there were no supplies in the coun- 
try to run it. There was no gambling to 
speak of, but somet!mes the men played 
poker. The beta were small. There waa 
no faro. The men spent the winter on their 
claims, hauling supplies from all over the 
country and getting them there. 

‘The thermometer ran down to 54 deg. be-

SPECULATIONS OFF. 


Action of Insurance Companies Has a 
Deterrent Effect. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 6.—The de- 
termination of the leading life insurance 
companies to carry no risks on Klondike 
explorers has fallen with dampening effect 
on the co-operative companies which were 
forming in this city, and upon a number 
of men who are preparing to start for Alas- 
ka during the coming winter. One of these 
companies intends sending ten represent- 
atives, each ‘neured for $10,000 each, giving 
each man $1,000 each besides money for con- 
tingent expenses, all of them to co-operate 
in the search for gold, dividing equally with 
the company, and in case of death the in- 
surance money to be paid to the company. 
By each death the company stood to win 

500, on the basis that not more than 
$1,600 would be spent on each representative. 
There is also another company, similarly de- 
signed, carrying sufficient insurance to re- 
imburse for actual outlay. It is not thought 
that any of these companies will proceed 
further with organization. 


IN BRITISH TERRITORY. 


Washington Official Opinion of the 
Alaska Gold Fields. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 5.—Govern- 
ment officials have been looking tato the 
Klondike boundary question. Their wiews 
are in substance that there can be no valid 


objection advanced to the title of Great 
Britain to this territory. A careful exam- 
ination of all the reliable charts and maps 
made far enough back in date to be free 
from suspicion of influence by the recent 
heavy gold finds has convinced these offi- 
clals that so far as the Klondike fields, as 
defined by the latest reports, are con- 
cerned, there can be no question but that 
they lie east of the l4ist meridian, which 
defines the boundary line, and so are with- 
in British territory by about thirty-five 
miles at least. As for the meridian itself, 
it is said that it has been so closely lo- 
cated by the surveys of the Canadians and 
our own coast surveys that there is not at 
any point a difference of more than 700 feet 
in the claimed boundary, which, of course, 
would not substantially affect any contro- 
versy that might grow out of the title.

Only Three Districts in the State 
in Which Mines Are 
Now Operated.

SPRINGFIELD, IJL, Aug. 5.—A monster 
om oy meeting is being held in Representa- 
tives; Hall in this city to-day. It ig the 
a> delegate meeting of mineraever held 
in the history of the organization in the 


State. There are over 100 delegates repre- 
Benting over 40,000 miners. With one or two 
exceptions every mining town in the State 
is represented. The object of the conven- 
tion is to adopt a uniform scale for mining 
coal in both hand and machine mines, and 
also a day rate to correspond. This sub- 
ject Is being thoroughly discussed in the 
convention by the delegates and there will 
doubtlessly be reached an adjustment that 


will meet the approval of all the miners 
of the State. ar of the delegates favor 
what is known as the 'S scale, which was in 
existence previous to the strike of that 
year. 

The National Executive Board !n its call 
for the general suspension demanded 55 
cents per ton for mining coal in I!linois 
(Grape Creek). This applies only to the 
workmen employed in the Eastern part of 
the State. he ve of coal there is not 
of Great thickness and is hard to mine. The 
94 scale for minera in the Springfield dis- 
trict was 45 cents per ton for mining coal 
by hand, $2.50 per day for machine work- 
ere and 82 for drivers. 

It is not the intention of the delegates 
to take action looking to a final settlement 
of the strike. The meeting is for the pur- 
pose of deciding upon a scale so that if the 
operators agree to arbitrate the miners will 
have a scale to stand upon. 

A large number of miners arrived here 
last night and several informal conferences 
were held. This morning’s train brought 
In State President Carson and about fifty 
more delegates. Three delegates came in 
from the arias Valley district, repre- 
senting 2. miners. Four delegates from 
Braidwood and Bracevilie represent 1.000 
miners. Seven delegates from Streetor rep- 
resent over 1,000, and two delegates from 
Lasalle represent 16,000 miners. Delegates 
are here from Belleville, Joliet, Collins.

The Loretto Academy was endowed many 
years ago by Mrs. Hunt on condition that 
if the location of the institution should be 
changed the sisters should pay $12,000 to the 
St. Vincent de Paul Society. 

When the sisters decided to bulld a new 
academy at Webster Groves they proposed 
a compromise to the effect that the society 
accept $4,500, or twenty notes for $500 each, 
payable annually. 

This was refused by the Board of Coun- 
selors, who made a counter proposition 
that the sisters give twenty-four notes of 
$500 eacn, payable annually, without in- 
terest or security. 

The interest of the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society ts covered by a deed of trust, which 
will mature when the present site of the 
academy is abd&éndoned as an educational 
institution.

MR, MILNER DISSENT

The Street Commissioner [x- 
plains the Condition of 


His Funds. 


WORK DONE IN THE SUMMER. 


Assistant Wurzburger Prepar- 
ing a Showing Against His 
Superior Officer. 


A. N. Milner, who was appointed Street 
Commissioner by Mayor Walbridge and has 
entered on his thigd year’s service, is to be 
a mere figurehead during the remainder of 
his term under the Ziegenhein regime. 

Julius Wurzburger is to be the adminis- 
tration factotum of the department. He is 
@ creature of the Wittenberg bill, and the 
Wittenberg bill was designed to spend the 
people’s money for salaries and not for 
work. In other words, there are to be more 
bosses and less day laborers. 

The firat thing for Wurzburger to do, 
therefore, was to take an inventory of the 
department, and see how much money was 
left for him to spend in the eight months 
of the fiscal year 1897-98. He has ordered a 
statement prepared for the Mayor up to 
date, and the assertion is made that when 
the statement is complete [t will show that 
two-thirde of the appropriation for this fis- 
cal year has already been epent; that in the 
first four months Of it the working capacity 
of the department has been overdrawn to 
an extent that will put the remaining = 
- sa gga of it on a salary, but not a working 

Asis, 

Mr. Wurzburger, assuming that he is the 
“real thing’’ in the department, and de- 
claring that this administration is pledged 
to make a great showing in material ‘m- 
provements, says he wi show by the 
forthcoming etatement to the Mayor that 
the new regime is powerless because it 
will only have one-third of the money to 
spend on streets during the next eight 
months that has been spent in the four 
months past. 

Mr. Wurzbureger is in training for Street 
Commissioner to succeed Mr. Milner. When 
the latter meekly bowed to the behests of 
the Uthoffites he surrendered whatever in- 
dependence he might have maintained as 
head of his department. 

Mr. Milner declares that the Wurzburger 
report will show nothing against him, and 
appeals to the record to sustain him. 

In the first place, he says, the talk about 
two-thirds of the annual appropriation hav- 
ing been spent for the first one-third of the 
year, is false. The main attack of Wurz- 
yurger is on the macadam and gravel ac- 
count. The appropriation this year for that 
itern was $65,000. Mr. Milner acknowledges 
that $44,600 of this sum has already been 
spent, but he wishes it understood that the 
bulk of the work under that appropriation 
has been done and must be done from April 
to August. 

Last year this appropriation was $103,000, 
and for the first four months $60,000 of it 
was spent. 

By way of further explanation Mr. Mil- 
ner says the total street appropriation was 
$724,000; two-thirds of this work would be 
$428,000; very nearly that sum has been ex- 
pended, ,

Everybody tried to turn loose apparently, 
and buvers seemed to be only those cover- 
ing sules made at §2c. 

“Sell at seven-eighths;: sell at seven- 
eighths!"’ shouted the sellers, but the buy- 
ing had ceased. Then the price Sropped to 
81, rallied for a brief period, sold at 82, and 
broke and went off to 80%. From then until 
the close of trading the indicator see-sawed 
between 81 and 81's. 

Those traders who have been selling think 
the end of the slump is not yet. The feel- 
ing among traders is weak, and the market 
Thursday was only helped by the report 
from New York that eighty loads had heen 
taken for export. 

Wednesday's selling in Chicago had some- 
thing to do with the weak feeling in St. 
Lou's Thursday. Then cables were tower at 
Thursday's opening. Foreigners were selling 
in this market. Corn is good, and copious 
Corn al- 
fects wheat, and this had a bearish effect. 

Seventeen cars of new spring wheat, the 
first of the season, were received in Chi- 
cago Thursday morning, some days before 
it was expected. 

Local receipts of new winter wheat were 
large. Wires from Chicago and Kansas 
City, the other big wheat centers, reported 
large receipts at that point. 

These all helped to bear the market and 
wheat naturally went to smash. 

Traders say they have been expecting the 
break for a day or two. 

At the close there was another drop, the 
last quotation being 814.

THE HAWAIIAN FLAG 


It Floats From the Crack Ship 
of the Pacific Mail 
Fleet. 


EXCLUDING THE CHINESE. 


Incidents Which Bear Out the 
Idea That Annexation 
Is Coming. 


ee - ee 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Aug. 5.—The Pa- 
cifle Mail Steamship Co.'s steamship China 
will sail out of the port of San Francisco 
to-day fiying the Hawaltian flag. It was 
decided yesterday by the officers of the 
company to place the big vessel, which is 
the crack ship of the Pacific Mail fleet, un- 
der the Hawalian flag without loss of time, 
and it is said in maritime circles that this 
action on the part of the company indi- 
cates a belief among the officers of the 
company that the annexation of the islands 
is likely to be accomplished in the very 
near future. 


The news that Hawail has virtually ex- 
cluded the Ch'nese is confirmed by Honolulu 


advic ‘es brought bythe Ausiralta. 
When the annexation proposition was 
made to the United States one of the prin- 


cipal clauses was that Chinese immigra- 
tion should cease. Awa start in this direc- 
tion the Hawalan Government has decided 
to issue no more eix-months’ residence per- 
mits to Chinese or to execute any bonds for 
contract laborers to arrive. 

The planters do not fear the labor prob- 
lem. In fact, they are already solving it, 
and that to the detr’ment of the Japanese. 
Recently there have Teveleced plans for 
colonizing the American plantation negro 
in Hawal! to phenyl replace the coolies 
in the cane and rice fields and on the coffee 
and cotton plantations. 

The German ship, H. F. Glade, arrived in 
Honolulu on July 2, with nearly 200 con- 
tract laborers. They will suppiant the Jap- 
anese on the sugar plantations. This crowd 
consisted of 115 laborers, twentg~five women 
and forty-seven children. The nationalities 
are mixed, there being many Poles, Ga- 
licilans and ‘Australians, as well as Germans, 
The :aborers will be placed on nite different 
plantations, the co~tracts showing tha the 
men are to be paid $16 a mon h the firs: year, 
$17 the second and $18 the third, in addition 
to the regular food and lodging given by the 
plantations. 


JAPAN IS POUTING. 


Everywhere in the Kingdom Americans 
Are Being Boycotted. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—Recent letters re- 
ceived in this city from Japan state that a 
strong anti-American feeling still exists in 
that country, and that Americans are be- 


ing boycotted on all s'des by Japan. First, 
the Hawalian question stirred up the Iill- 
feeling, which was afterward heightened 
by the diecussion in the United States Con- 
gress on the tariff when the proposition was 
advanced to tax severely certain Japanese 
goods. The Japanese took th's as a direct 
affront and they have not lost an oppor- 
tunity since to belittle Americans and all 
that pertains to this country. 

James A. Morse, President of the Amere- 
can Trading Co., who went to Japan two 
months ago. In the interest of the Cramrs 
and other companies here, wrote a week ago 
-hat the outlook for American Interests in 
Japan was not encouraging. Mr. Morse ex- 
ected to secure the contract for the bul d- 
ing of the lest battleship which the Japan- 
ese Government orde | constructed. He 
was about to close the contract when nego- 
tilatlons were suddenly s'opped, and the con- 
tract awarded to an English firm within 
twenty-four hours.
